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Having  been  repeatedly  and  urgently  requested  hy  my  Knilnr  friends 
and  others  to  place  bofore  them  for  [htiisuI  my  early  experiences  and  ad 
ventures  o(  early  days  of  lake  navi^jatidn,  is  my  jiistitication  d  r  put 
tini;  these  adventures  in  print.  otherwist-,  as  its  title  is  clear,  this  bcok 
would  require  no  preface.  However,  it  may  hero  be  stated  that  those 
who  may  be  attracted  by  the  title  of  this  w;  rk  may  rest  assured  that  it 
contains  nothinc  but  the  truth,  includinp:  many  historical  facts,  with  a 
minute  descni.tion  of  that  hazardous  ::nl  tireonic  voyajre  diiiinK  the  expe- 
dition fiom  Tort  Arthur  to  Fort  Garry,  wlieu  1  went  out  as  ii  voya-.^eur 
and  master  of  Colonel  Wolseley's  boat  to  help  stay  the  hand  of  thiit  n  >- 
to'-ious  I'ael  ;.nd  his  associates  in  the  Rebellion   of  1870. 
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My   (athpr.    Alevamler   McNai  b,   was  uii,.  (.f  the  ..l.li'st   . 
fnrtieB   who   pl.t'il   the   upi<.  r   lal^eH,    ai,«l  at  th.t  timr.   wli.n 
wcrp  on  the  lakes,  and  when  they  had  t<,  tumt  t..  rli.rth  n  fl 
alone.

vhen   t.ut  ton  years  old  on  v.h-.Is  of  my   l,.th.  rs,   and   oilier 
t,n;e   nntil   tlie   |)rpseiit  day.

Hmall    vessels   that  traded   on   the   liikes  in  those  days  w.re  the  onl> 
by    which    those    s:iw    mills    pot   their  supplie-   and    ^hii.ped   out  theii 
her. 

'Oie  shore*  and   woods   alonjr  the  la:  es  at   this   time  were   infest.-d  w 
.vild   animals  and   rattlesntiken  of   the  most    dc-idlv    kmd.    and    in    one    P 
tieular  case  the   vessel   I   was   on,   cavt.iined    hy    Thomas    Canley,    a    stii 
mariner  of  those  times,  was  carry  mi-  on    her   derk    a    sm.  '  .stack    and 
chinery   for  the   Mus(iuash  Mills.     When  we  .irrived  :,t   Miw.|uash.   we  ha 
tip  the   vessel   to  the   ^ank    of  the  M'sunsh  River,   as  there  w.re  no  d. 
of  any   kind,    and   where   the   veseel   Whb   tied    was    a    U.arren    stretch 
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^nnd  rracLiDK  out  to  whcrt'  tb«  mill  wks  rrrcteil  It  miKbt  btre  lie  stAt 
I'd  thiit  tlip  mill  ..wiiwrx,  before  ch«rtenn»r  im  'i.id  riven  uh  to  uixlerHtaiiil 
thiit  they  would  help  unloiid  tbe  mnehinfry  Aftrr  w.-itmut  lc»r  twelve 
hi.iHH  for  help,  m>  tiiiiKlit  nijrht  of  b  lone  KrenehmBn  rowini-  down  the 
river,  who  iiiforiin-d  im  that  tbi-  portage  from  the  v»>hhi>1  to  tbi»  milt  wii« 
tituijilly  alne  with  nittlt snakes,  And  that  under  those  rirr.umHt»i<ce»  the 
iiii-n  would  not  roiii*  to  sml.ivd.  However,  aftfr  a  few  hours  more  they 
rarne  down   in  a  Inrjpe  scow   and  mHuaKeii  tt  get  uh  unloaded. 

To  dt>strojr  the  unakw,  the  rompany  put  forty  hugs  on  that  p<iiin«ula, 
fliene  hoir.s  would  feed  ui)on  tbew  cnaken,  which  proved  to  he  'ery  fat 
tin.nic  food.  It  waw  a  common  orrurence  to  see  a  larce  h4>;r  walliink: 
alonK  with  half  u  dozen  Hoake*^  attached  to  bin  h  iiiiB.  The  timliernieu 
who  had  tbe  pleasure  of  eating  tblii  purk,  s  iid  they  never  ate  better  or 
fntter  meat,  and  this  Incident  gnve  rlne  to  the  common  e.\pre««ion  amoiit; 
the    tiinhcruien   and   oailora,    "Hftttle-Bnakr   pork."

This  horso  making  his  appearance  on  the   island   at   times   was   tb«  appar 
ition   spoken   of,   and   in  hm  old  age  was  supposed   to   have   lK>en   devoured

l.o.ivinc  PiinntB  Tomb,  we  headed  for  C  ve  Island,  he'ng  inforroed  by 
a  captain  who  was  on  another  vessel  and  who  was  heading  for  Cove  Is- 
land also,  that  a  schooner  laden  with  whiskey  had  pone  to  pieces  on  the 
rocks.  When  we  arrived,  we  found  the  vessel's  hull  a  complete  wreck, 
while  the  cargo  scattered  on  the  shore  was  beinp:  riicked  up  by  the  small- 
er vessels  that  gathered  around,  an<l  taken  away  to  he  sold  to  tbe  hotels 
jit  different  portB  on  the  Georgian  Hay.  This  stocked  the  hotel  bars  for 
some  time.  In  one  instance  there  were  six  vessels  in  Owen  Sound  harbor 
in  one  night,  and  each  had  from  one  to  two  barrels  of  whiskny  in  its 
hold.  Being  pompous  Hirbland  Scotch  captains  who  sailed  those  mnall 
veseels,  they  etnployed  Highland  pipers  for  each  of  the  holds  and  kept 
the  music  going  every  night  for  a  week,  or  until  such  time  a«  tbe  whis- 
key rftn  out  or  was  sold.

He  therefore  went  back  to  (Mevelnnd,  laid  the  keel  nnd  built  the  V4's 
s(d  according  to  his  dream — a  veritable  tloatiiit;  palatf^  and  he  ehristeniMl 
her  the  "Dream  of  Detroit."  He  then  proceeded  to  Detroit  and  irot  all 
his  friends  to  come  aboard  to  make  a  pleasure  \oyaL'e  "f  the  lakes.  .\f 
ter  cniisiiiK  to  all  the  ports  of  Lake  Mich;i;an  and  Lake  Huron,  and  en 
Joying  themselves  as  people  of  high  life  uduM  naturally  do,  4liev  wound 
their  way  to  Lake  Superior's  stormy  coast.  One  day  .is  she  was  lymir  at 
.anchor  with  all  sails  set.  as  there  was  i>nly  a  licht  bne/.e  from  land,  tbe> 
cave  orders  to  the  mm  left  as  wutchmnri  on  deck  to  Imik  oiit  for  pully 
weather  until  they  went  below  for  dinner  They  hud  ba' ely  seat-il  them 
selves  to  dine  when  ;i  terrible  sQuall  striuk  her  S'luare  atnidsliips.  She 
forced  ahead  like  a  race  hors-c.  but  as  she  came  up  on  her  aneboi,  it 
threw  her  on  In  r  beam  ends,  when  she  rolled  over  like  a  lo;:  and  drown 
ed  every  man  aboard,  except  the  warehm.in.  who  crawled  up  .m  her  si.b 
after   she   filled    with   water,    thus   saving   his   life. 

In  a  short  time  after  this  unfortunate  occurrence,  the  relatives  of  the 
lost  ones  came  and  raised  the  schooner,  stripped  her  of  all  her  s.uls  and 
gear,  towed  her  to  Detroit,  and  put  aer  up  for  s.ib'  ,it  any  price  ;  but  u\ 
she  had  become  so  unfavorably  known  to  the  sailois  of  all  the  lakes  it 
was  difficult   to  dispose  of  her. 

It  was  in  the  followinp  sprint'  that  Tlmnias  M'litland,  .a  trader  ■  i> 
the  upper  lakes,  boutrht  her  for  a  paltry  >-um--the  ship  thtit  co-t  thoiis 
nnds  upon  thousands.  When  Captain  Maitl.-mil  h.i  1  bcr  propcilv  litted  (.iit 
he  selected  a  crew  from  the  north'^rn  Lakes.  F  beiiii'  one  of  them,  he  -;bip 
ped  aboard  of  her.  and  this  vessel,  uhieb  w,i«  re  christened  the  "Kest 
less."  sailed  the  upper  Inkes  for  years  afterwards.  She  made  barrids  of 
money  for  her  owners,  nnd  w.as  conpidereil  the  f.istest  s.iiline  vessel  of 
the  time,  havint'  been  orlirinally  built  for  speed.  .Tiist  a  few  years  ago 
this  phantom  ship  of  Detroit  left  her  bones   in   Lake   Ontario.

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CHAPTER   V. 

In  the  aiitiimn  i)f  that  year  1  Joineii  the  sphooner  Maple  Leaf,  whose 
rnpfain'H  name  was  Hichard  Hill.  This  captain  lost  bis  life  years  after- 
wards liy  the  sinkinK  of  the  propfller  Siincoe  on  Lake  Huron.  Late  in 
the  Miontli  (if  November,  ISf'.K,  our  ssrhooner  was  chartered  to  brinR  a 
load  of  corn  to  Uyng  Inlet  on  the  north  shore  of  GeorRian  Bay.  This 
c(trn  was  used  for  the  loifgers'  horses  in  the  lumber  woods  managed  by 
the  DodKP  Lumher  Company,  American  millionaires,  who  had  built  their 
mills  a  short  time  before.  As  it  Was  very  late  in  the  fall  when  we  ar 
riv(Mi  and  all  lake  traffic  was  about  shut  down,  four  of  us  decided  to 
leave  that  place  and  make  our  way  throuch  the  bush  country  to  Orillia, 
with    the   idea   of   ultimately    re.ichinj;  our  respective  homes. 

.At  that  time  it  was  'uish  country  for  Utmilreds  of  miles  north  and 
east.  There  was  a  saw  loj:  road  leadin;:  out  from  Byns  Inlet,  which  kept 
alons  the  Mag'netawan  Kiver  fot  about  eiirhty  miles,  and  we  were  fortim- 
ate  in  having  this  road,  bad  as  it  was,  for  part  of  our  journey.  Abo\it 
every  sixteen  or  twenty  miles  on  this  road  was  a  camp  where  the  lot:- 
pers  lived  throuirhout  the  winter.  As  luck  would  have  it,  Ibere  was  a 
man  livintr  at  Bynu  Inlet  who  had  a  fam  of  horses  and  a  sleii;h,  and 
vviis  anxiously  wnitinK  for  snow  and  ice  to  take  them  out  to  the  front. 
Hy  payinu  him  a  small  amount  to  carrv  our  batrpage  and  ourselves,  aprce- 
inK   to   walk    where   the   roatls  were   bjxd,    we    secured    the    accommodation. 

The  djiy  before  leaving,  we  were  called  to  one  side  by  two  bush  ranp- 
ers,  who  told  us  not  to  attempt  that  lonir  bush  journey  without  lH>intr 
well  armed,  as  the  w(dves  were  more  numerous  and  vicious  than  they 
had  been  for  years  bef<~"e.  It  did  not  take  lontr  for  each  of  us  to  procure 
n  rifle  and  the  necessary  ammunition.  The  rollowinp  day  we  started  up 
the  river  for  the  first  camp,  intendintr  t,,  tnnkc  a  camp  each  day.  and  the 
first  day  about  four  o'clock  we  heard  (uir  lirst  '.vulf  howl.  It  was  cold 
weather,  but  that  lonir  and  bloodthirsty  howl  in  the  northern  wilds  ap- 
peared to  change  the  atmosphere  to  freezinir.  We  were  now  about  four 
miles  away  from  the  camp,  rroceedins:  onward,  we  soon  heard  .inrther 
howl,  still  another,  and  then  howling  in  all  directions  The  driver  l.ished 
his  horses,  but  the  poor  beasts  could  tiot  make  much  speed,  ,ns  the  roads 
were  in  such  bad  condition.  We  all  prepared  ourselves  and  thought  we 
were  going  to  be  attacked,  but,  strange  to  say,  in  making  the  other  four 
miles,  the  wolves  kept  within  close  range,  but  did  not  att.^ck  us. 

<1n  reaching  the  camp,  the  foreman  saw  that  we  received  a  hearty 
meal,  and  that  our  horses  were  taken  care  of.  We  were  informed  by  the 
biishmen  that  the  wolves  were  running  deer,  but  that  if  th  •  ,ad  come 
across  onr  trail   they  would  have  followed    us.    It    was   only   a   few   days 
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before  that  a  rtrivc-r  cut  loose  hiB  horse,   from    a   ^^  "'~'   '^>""^^^/'"'     ''*' 
fo,  Hafetv  to  the  ran,p.    We  were  also  warn.-.l   l.y   tho   bushmen   that   .f  j 
could       reach       each       camp       before    four   oclock.       the       wo.ves     woull 
not  mulest   us,   a«  about   that  hour   tf-y    rommence.l    tlu.r    runn.np.         At 
this  first  camp  we  left  all  unnecessary  fo.ace  in  order  to  lighten  up. 

We  journeyed  from  camp  to  catnp  w.tl,    no      m.shaps      until    we     were 
nmkin«  our  twenty-m.le  trip  l>etween  the  last     camp,   from  the  mouth     of 
the   Ma.'netawan   Hiver,   where   a  pontoon  bridge  crosse,!  .  ,  and  the     amp 
a  few  hundred  yards  on  the  other  side  of  the  br.d^re.    This  be.n.  a  Ion. 
er  dav-s    <,urney  than  usual,  ni.'ht  ..vertook    us    when    w.thm    about     th    e 
mile -."of  the  bridre,  and  we  heard  the   wolves   com.nR   on    our    tra.l     w.tn 
that  weod,  bloodthirsty  howl        Just  as   we   reached   the   br.d.e   they    were 
within  one  hundred   ynrds  of  us.    We  .ued  at   them   m   the  darkness,     and 
we  could   distinguish   their  forms  .u.d  knew    there   was   a    very    lar^e    pack. 
To   make   matters   worse,    the  water  was  runn.nL'  ov.r  the  pontoon  br.d^re 
rtve  or  six   inches   deep,   hut    you  could  -ee  the  side  lops  bob  up  and  down, 
which   we  used  as   a  puide   to  ^et  across.     We  were  told  hy   the   t.mbermen 
that  a   the  wolves  came  up,  they  would   tackle   the   horses  first,   and      as 
ev       were     trv.n-.'     to     enorele       our     ..leorb.    we    could      see     them       ... 
myriads.     We  had   our   choice  to   be  eaten   by   wolves  or   drown,.t   .n   cross 
,ne   the   br.d^*  ;   so  we   chose  the   lattrr.     The  driver  lashed  h.s  horses  and 
v,e  flew  over  the  bridge  on        '  pallo,.        Vfter   crossinir.    to    our   s..rpr.se^ 
we  ran   into  a  eanjr   of  aboi  .rty  men,    who   cave   ..s  a  m.^hty  cheer  of 

joy  for  our  miraculous  escu,  .  The  foreman  of  this  K^int',  '  a  lan-e, 
brawny  Irishman,  told  us  that  he  had  hear.l  the  first  howl  of  the  wolves 
when  at  the  sunpe.  table,  and  knew  that  the  wolves  were  on  tbe  .oad  and 
that  it  was  a  man  they  were  chasinr.  Whereupon,  he  had  ordered  every 
man  to  sho.ilrier  his  axe.  and  run  for  the  r.ver  brid.re,  intending  to  cross 
It  B.it  finding  the  w.iter  so  hifrh,  and  with  no  means  of  cr..ssinK  tbe 
sw.ft  current,  they  decided  to  make  their  stand  clo^-  to  the  br.du-e  and 
wait   for   something   to   turn   up. 

our  horses  were  comfortably  stabled  at  once,  hut  the  poor  animals 
were  so  wet  and  tired  that  they  immediately  lay  down,  ref.ised  food,  and 
co.ild  barely  stand  up  the  next  day.  We  were  told  by  the  timlx-rmen  of 
♦his  place,  that  we  had  had  a  very  narrow  escape,  and  th.-it  it  was  only 
the  day  before  that  they  had  taken  one  ynor  fellow  into  their  camp  who 
had  been  chased  by  a  pack  of  wolve*.  tre^vl.  and  kent  there  until  he  was 
severely  fr.izen  when  rescued  hy  some  of  the  men  through  the  mght.  I 
mipht  say  here,  that  our  trip  from  the  head  waters  of  the  Maimetawan 
to  nracebridge  was  a  continual  battle  with  wolves,  but  we  were  never  so 
eloaely  coruerfd   up  as  at  the  time  of  the  cha^e   to  the   pontoon  bridge. 
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At  that  early  period,  the  wolves  were  as  thick  as  flies  in  the  flutnmer 
time  one  peculiarity  ol  the  wolves  was  that  they  would  not  attack  a 
larpe  »;anK  of  men  or  nevrral  teams  of  horses,  but  the  individual  man 
or  single  team  of  horses  stood  very  Uttio  chance  if  caught  out  towards 
evening  or  in  the  ni^'ht  The  wolf  was  the  settler's  greatest  curse  m 
those  early  days  of  the  sixties.  At  that  time  there  were  only  a  few 
house*  in  Unicehridpe,  and  from  there  we  made  our  way  to  OnlUa.  wmcn 
ende,!  our  m.  norable  bush  journey.  Here  we  separated,  each  of  us  Roing 
to  our  respTtive  homes.  I  made  my  way  across  the  country  by  staKf  to 
my  home   in   Collinpwood. 

The  following  sprinp  I  shipped  as  master  of  a  tUR  towinp  Bawlops  tr. 
difTerent  s.iwmiUs  alonK  the  shores  of  Oeoririan  Bay.  At  a  vomt  where 
some  of  those  sawlop,  were  rafted,  at  the  mouth  of  the  Nottawasaga 
River  a  larpe  river  which  empties  into  Gonrcian  Bay.  the  waters  were 
dark  'an.l  murky,  or  about  the  color  of  port  wine.  Stmn^t^  as  .t  may 
seem  these  waters  were  teeminp  with  the  largest  maskinonge  known  on 
anv  of  the  lakes.  In  fact,  there  wa«  one  cau^rht  there  weighing  e.ghty- 
two   pounus   and  measuring  tive  fett  two  inches  long. 

A'.ont  that  time  then-  w.-.s  an  Knrli^h  sawmill  man  who  came  from 
Michigan,  erected  a  sawmill  at  the  mouth  of  this  river,  and  after  h.s 
booms  were  all  str.ing  across  the  river  to  keep  the  logs  from  movnng  out 
into  the  lake.  He  had  to  couple  these  booms  together  witb.  small  chains 
about  three  feet  long,  a  ring  in  one  ond  of  tho  chain  and  a  tee  on  the 
other  They  passed  the  tee  of  one  do.vn  through  the  hole  in  the  other  and 
coupled  them  together.  The  great  trouble  was  they  could  not  see  the  tee 
in  the  dark  water,  so  as  to  catch  it,  w,th  their  pike  pole  so  the  mill  com- 
pany decided  to  paint  all  these  chains  white.  Tt  was  not  long  after  paint- 
ing the  cholns  white  that  some  of  them  mysteriously   disappeared. 

Keeping  an  eve  open  for  the  guilty  culprit,  five  mill  men  who  were 
out  of  the  mill  one  evening  about  five  o'clock  looking  over  the  pond,  no- 
ticed one  boom  fast  at  one  end  and  adnft  at  the  other.  They  also  no- 
ticed the  loo«e  end  (A  the  boom  bobbing  up  .-.nd  down  m  the  water.  As 
the  current  was  not  very  strong,  they  were  at  a  loss  to  know  the  cause 
of  it  so  thev  boarded  a  small  scow  and  poled  over  to  the  boom.  To 
their'  astonishment,  they  found  a  large  maskinonge  swallowing  a  boom 
chain  that  was  dangling  down.  Conser  here  solved  the  mystery  of  the 
loss  of  hi6  boom  chains.  Those  large  maskinonge  will  swallow  almost 
anything  they  see  moving  in  the  water 

It  was  on  this  very  spot  that  the  celebrated  Mud  Sturgeon  was  caugfct 
weighing  three  hundred  and  t«n  pounds,  and  it  w*8  just  a  few  mile*  Irotn 
thiB  river  that  the  great  fox  enak*  was  first  Been  by  fishermen  livinB  here 
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at  pr.wnt,  with  n  motor  '  >at.  This  .-nnrmniis  Her-/rnt  w."nt  thii.uth  th.> 
water  ut  th.>  rate  o(  sii  mil.s  an  hour.  It  esrap.  d  from  tlioso  li^hfiTHcn, 
!iut  as  it  was  Been  by  niimon.ue  other  peoi'Ie  whi.  hapixiuJ  to  W  .-i  thf 
(liffrrcnt  shorpi;,  us  roiirsp  ran  b«  ininntply  •iPHcn'-i  il  until  it  vnu  uji 
a;;.iiiist  .1  party  of  .lurk  huntrrs  in  t'lo  Sfvprn  liivpr.  Wli.n  first  atrn,  it 
followvd  thP  Tiny  shore,  about  half  a  m.lp  from  the  beach,  patised  be 
I  worn  Tiny  Island  and  the  mainland,  around  Cedar  Point,  rroased  1-ab 
lritt'8  Day  and  passed  between  Giant  k  Tomb  and  the  mainland,  then 
,-b.«p  to  Gin  Rock  liRhthoiise.  It  was  rteen  hy  people  all  alonp  that  shore. 
It  passed  the  south  end  of  Btmhley  I.4and  and  made  straight  for  the  ship 
channpl  at  SturReon  Point.  It  then  madp  for  the  rushes  up  the  Sovprn 
River.  About  midway  between  the  mouth  of  the  Hevern  River  and  the 
rushes  there  were  two  men  hunting  durks  To  tneir  astonishment  they 
saw  this  monster  cominff  up  the  river  with  its  head  about  a  foot  and  a 
half  above  the  water.  As  they  rould  not  exactly  tell  what  it  was  they 
moved  a  little  closer  to  it  When  the  snake  saw  them  it  turned  towards 
them,  tame  closer  up  to  the  boat  and  stretched  its  neck  over  It  After 
the  hunters  had  swallowe<l  their  hearts  a  few  times,  they  mana^jed  to  take 
a  linrr  on  its  head,  whici.  blew  half  of  it  off.  When  they  saw  that  they 
had  killed  or  stunned  it,  they  threw  a  line  over  its  head,  drew  it  tiRht. 
and  towed  it  to  Midland.  This  monster  was  six  inches  throuRh,  and 
about  eirhtecM  feet  lonuv  It  was  afterwards  mounte<l,  and  decorated 
one  of  the  Midland  hotels  for  years  until  it  fell  to  pieces 

CHAPTER  VI. 

Recom-ne  tired  of  sailing  I  made  my  way  to  the  southern  and  rock 
bound  shores  of  Lake  Sup.  rior  and  Thunder  Ray,  where  I  finally  landed 
at  the  prpsent  site  of  Port  Arthur,  then  a  virnn  forest  with  no  trace  of 
civilization  save  one  loc  shack  built  In  a  man  named  Flaherty,  who  kept 
a  veritable  western  hotel  for  the  benefit  of  trappers,  miners,  exploreia  and 
surveyors  of  those  days.  T  happened  to  he  one  of  those  favored  with  be 
ine  at  the  opening  of  this  wonderful  hotel.  That  grand  opening:  was 
spoken  of  for  years  afterwards  by  old  timers,  on  account  of  the  many 
amusing  incidents  it  afforded.  The  Bquaw*  and  Indians  came  for  miles 
around  to  attend  it.  You  could  cut  nut  the  tobacco  smoke  with  a  knife 
in  the  hall  room  when  the  dance  was  at  full  swinp.  and  the  yells  <^f  the 
half  wild    Indians   in  their  delight  would   chill   a   tetiderfoot   to  the   bone.

WhUr  1  ^vM-^  at  w,.rk  o.,  St 
I^nare  Island,  it  was  a  common  occirri-ncf  to  xff  thr  hrllf  of  thr  i 'M 
njihwfty  trihc  ronndine  the  point  of  thr  mUnd  in  h.r  littlr  hir.h  hark 
canoe  and   !   saw  that   she  never  went   hack    empty  handed. 

\t  another  time  that  summer  we  were  put  upon  sh.Tt  rations  hy  th. 
neKlPOt  of  the  stenmhont  company,  and  thiH  tine  we  made  a  trip  to 
.lackfiHh  Pay,  where  there  wap  a  trader,  to  see  i'  wo  could  tj.t  a  supply 
of  provisions  from  him.  Thin  pla-e  was  at  the  lower  -nd  of  the  IVipelou 
I'assane.  ItunninR  alonjt  the  shores  of  the  island,  to  the  west  of  us  w.- 
saw  a  tent  pitched  upon  the  <«hore.  and  a  few  birch  hark  wu' 
warns  near  by.  There  was  also  a  BnuUl  wharf  on  the  beach,  which  was 
used   for  fishinK   purposes. 

The  occupant  of  this  tent  proved  t,^  be  a  white  trader,  who  nn(.  rortu 
erly  been  an  oU\  sailor,  whom  I  hod  been  .iciuainfed  with  on  the  lake- 
.\fter  (TivinK  us  something  to  eat  and  a  warm  cup  of  tea  from  his  scanty 
fare  he  confidently  told  us  his  troubles  He  h:-d  built  the  dock,  kept  a 
small  fishinp  station  and  bought  his  f,sh  from  the  Indians  livinir  in  that 
neighborhood.  We  saw  the  birch  bar'c  wipwnms,  and  inqu'-itively  ask.M 
him  who  were  livinir  in  thoae  te^ts.  He  told  us  that  the  tents  were 
now  emptv  that  thev  had  been  the  tents  of  his  *iuaw  tisli  cleaners  whom 
he  had  employed,  and  that  they  were  of  ditTerent  tribes  one  each  of  (T.-o. 
a  Chippewa,   a  Stoney  and  a   Sioux,   and  two  Tics. 

It  seems  that   the   man  who  kept  the   tradtnK    post    at    .lacknsh  manu 
factured  what  the  traders  called  White    Line    Whiskey    or     Indian    S.iu-ta 
waw    Boo.    This    whiskey     is     manufactured   from    the   jumper    berry,   vrath 
ered    from   ofl  the   hiiih   rocks   *Hth   a  small    proporti..n    of   hirh    wines,     a 
certain  amount  of  fusiloll,   a   small   .-.nantity    of    bluestone.      some    tobacco 
and  water.     After  boilini?,  it  turns  to  a  w.-xtfry  whiteness      This  l.iuor  di.l 
not  appear  to  into:.icate  thoae  who  used   it.    nor  did    it    make  th.>n.   st.^it 
eer  around  like  drunken  men,   but  it  seemed    to   set   them    crazy   for      the 
tinve.

Frances,  ai'd  now  we  had  our  first  experience  with  our  boats  in  a  race 
nn.lcr  s  lil.  These  boats  had  two  Iur  sails.  fine  forward  and  one  -xft 
wpre  hoisted  by  a  halyard  about  twelve  feet  hoist,  fastened  at  the  foot 
1.,  n  t.ick  ur  l,;nyaid  throut'h  a  ring  bolt  throut-h  the  .seat,  and  by  beinp 
i.-n!.crlv  sheeted  and  set  up  by  the  throat  halyards,  the  boats  would  lie 
nicf  ;in'1  close  to  the  wind.  It  was  a  sorry  sight  to  see  that  day,  men 
who  Wire  vovaireurs  of  those  boats  makinic  such  a  mess  i>f  thincR  when 
thcv  c.ime  to  co  under  sail.  There  were  onlv  twi>  or  three  men  amoni-st 
tb  ,1  v;.st  number  who  understot>d  sails,  and  to  them  the  race  belonged. 
1  niiirht  say  that  the  boat  I  htid  command  of  had  a  foot  more  hoist  in 
bet  ranvas  than  any  of  tny  rivals  in  the  rare.  I  took  my  halyard  out 
of  the  nn.-  bolt  where  they  were  supiiosed  to  be  nm<1e  fast,  led  it  to 
tl'c  weather  r.ul,  wbi.h  net.  d  as  a  shroud  to  siipnort  the  slender  spar, 
■ui.'  eini'  will  ball,i..t.d  .he  plied  th.-it  lake  coverc<1  with  white  c;>ps  as 
■•te.idv  and  as  stiff  as  a  church.  Some  of  the  fioats  that  day  took  sbclter 
under  some  of  the  small  islands.  AV)st  of  us,  however,  r.  achrd  Fort  Fran- 
cis, T  b'ailii'C  the  way  and  the  sheltered  <.nes  cominc  soon  .afterwanl.

CHAPTER   X, 

Thi'  folluwiii"  niornim:  wo  starti'd   up   the   river  for  the   Stone  Fort,   as 
it    v.,i^   called   at  that   time,  and  which    w  is    situated    about    twenty    miles 
fi    111    Kort   Carry.

It  reported    th 

Hisbi>i>  Taehe,  of  the  St.  Honiface  Mission,  which  was  just  across  the 
rivrr  fr  .ni  th.  fort,  had  Riven  hiui  shelter  for  some  time,  while  others 
said  he  iHKl  b  d  crew  had  taken  horses  and  had  made  for  St.  Paul  over 
the  prairie. 

Scott  had  been  shot  for  S'  me  time  before  we  arrived,  but  his  mur- 
der •^—  no»  forgi  tten  by  the  soldiers,  who  kept  a  suspicious  eye  on  every 
half  br-ed  with  whom  they  cane  in  contact  One  of  these  half-breeds 
.-ho  tai'.d  too  budlv  was  chased  into  the  river  and  was  reported  to 
have  drowned      rsinr'a    ittle  flattery    respecting     their     loyalty     to      the 
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i-Jupen.  we  nii»n»i;eil  to  pirk  a  little  mformntlon  mit  of  thcni,  one  of 
them  sliowinir  us  the  exart  spot  where  Sn.tt  wa^;  shot.  Tht-y  hail  le.! 
him  thro'iKh  n  small  iloor  on  the  fast  si,i..  ,.f  the  fort,  ami  sit  pares 
from  that  di'or  was  the  plaee  where  Sc.itt  hail  fallen  hy  the  ritles  i>f 
that  rcwardly  t>Rn<l  of  half-hreeds.  Wo  wer,'  ■.M-eii  to  imderHtaml  hy  a 
frien.Uy  half  hreetl  that  Scott  had  iidt  l>een  instantly  killed  hy  the  ride-, 
and  that  he  had  heen  led  hack  into  the  tower  where  he  snfTereii  and 
I'roaned  until  towards  mi>rnir.K',  when  some  hn'f  hreed.  hearini:  his  /ro.ms. 
put    him    out    of   misery. 

Takinir  a  little  time  to  look  aro  ■nd.  w-  f.Miiil  ttie  msule  id  this  fort 
completely  lined  with  cannor.— larpe  t.-iss  enniion.  eiu-ht  or  ten  of  them 
mounted  on  carriftires  measnrinf:  five  or  -iv  feet  m  leni'th  :  1  iriro  mortars 
fur  tirine  the  largest  shells  ;  anil  piles  id  r.-mni-l'T  and  !-ra;>e  .shot  and 
ammunition  of  all  kinds  pile<l  from  two  t,,  three  feet  hii'h  all  around  the 
walls.  They  had  heen  all  ready,  so  f.ir  .1  ■  ammi:nition  went,  to  |)Ut  up 
:i  u'ood  still  tiirht,  and  wuuld  have  done  so  if  their  pluck  had  not  failed 
lli(>ni  It  was  the  dream  of  Kiel.  Punont.  l.epine  and  a  si  ure  of  others 
id  that  stripe  to  form  a  ''overnment  with  Uiel  at  its  head,  which  n\eant 
r.'iK'llion  ai.'ainst  the  Cruwn,  so  one  i.f  the  first  moves  was  t..  sii/e  this 
well  fortified  fort  fmm  the  Hudson  Hav  I'ompary  ;  hut  on  seeini;  the 
soldiers  arrivinr  from  the  Kast.  the  dream  nf  s'lch  a  government  passed 
aw,iy,    and    thev    had    taken    to    their  let's  fur  safety. 

Nothinp  of  importance  happened  durin--'  Colunel  Wolseley's  Ions;  task 
of  restorinL'  contidence  towards  the  Crown,  and  after  roniidetice  was  re 
stnred,  the  huff.alo  hunters  of  the  plains  hei'an  f-  ennie  in  with  their  pelts 
Those  men  were  ili-si-end.mf s  of  Alexander  SidVrk,  and  no  liner  specimens 
of  manhood  co:!!d  !>e  seen.  I  have  seen  t'.vent<  id  the!»e  men  stnndine  m 
a  irror.i>.  not  on"  .d  whom  was  under  siv  feid  one  inch  in  heiL'ht  It  was 
no  wi.nder  th:>^  the  Hudson  Hay  Companv  thou.'ht  a  thuiis.md  miles 
was  nothini'.  h.avini;  such  powerful  men  as  thev  t..  do  the  work.  They 
were  a  very  peeuiiar  peo-de,  not  knowinf  a  word  of  Kni-lish.  hut  they 
spoki  the  laniruaiie  id  tne  Red  Lake  Sin'!-;  Indi.uis  and  the  C.aelic  nuent- 
ly,  and  alu.ut  every  man  played  the  il.ld.md  bairpipes  It  was  simplv 
enchantin-  to  hear  the  melodies  of  then  ..1.1  Scutch  nrs  tl..,atini'  over  the 
t.rairie  in  the  stilly  niirht,  and  it  w.s  no  wmder  that  their  forefathers 
were   proud   to   march   to  the  scurl  of   their    Ili'.'h'an.l    music.

■i,;it  Sioux  Indian  reservation  At  Tied  \.<Mo.  The.se  Indians  were  consid- 
,.1,,!  til.'  most  Idoodtliirsty  Indians  of  th-  West  in  tbose  Uavs.  hut  they 
v.cn-  .iM  (le.idlv  afraid  of  (dd  .Jal.es  and  fave  him  n  wide  berth.  It  was 
llii  t.  I.e.f  Ti  iians  who.  in  .lune  of  that  year,  overhaulefl  a  squad  of 
iiini  'oind  for  Fort  Carry  from  St  I'a"!  !.nd  stripped  theTi  of  all  their 
ilotbes,  exrept  their  nnderelothes  and  socks.  tWen  allowed  them  to  pro- 
ceed on  their  wav  to  Fort  Carry. 

Tlii-  mini  Hovnton  was  the  owner  of  twelve  oxcarts  commonly  call

After  ;i  short  st.v.  we  InndiKi  up  (nir  rarts  for  the  return  trip  to 
!;.irrv.  I'.acli  ciil  ciiried  alioiit  two  liiindiid  weie'it  of  pork  in  luine, 
rarks  of  Hour  anil  otlier  llttlr  irocrni'S.  wlccli  WouM  total  up  to  n'lout 
half  a  toll  f(.r  eacli  cirt.  \Vr  ureaKed  rarts,  witli  half  n  [lail  of  soft  soap 
which  Wis  eonveni'ntly  h' n -ini'  undetn'^alh  the  rart  for  that  purpi'se, 
then  started  on  "ur  trip  to  the  north.  As  we  had  three  fresh  oxen,  we 
detertnined  to  ret  on  fnemlly  terms  with  them,  so  the  tirst  day  out  one 
of  the  men  who  had  prepared  himself  by  proriirint:  a  j-'imlct,  tapped  the 
pork  barrrds  that  he  ivi-ht  drain  oft  the  salty  '.Tine.  This  he  used  to 
saturate  a  whisk  id  irrnss.  which  he  fed  t,,  the  oxen.  This  performance 
had  to  take  idr.rc  uhn  cdd  .Tft' es'  >>ncW  was  turned.  As  the  oxen  were 
extremely  fond  of  it  we  were  not  Ion':  in  l-'-r-oniinir  on  the  most  loyinir 
terms  with  thi'ni.  and  they  would  foll.iw  the  men  anv where.  The  hiiue 
m.ade  the  poor  beasts  po  thirsty  that  it  w.i^  not  loni  until  they  had  .all 
the  water  in  tlie  tank  used  up,  and  we  h'\(!  to  travel  a  day  arid  a  half 
out  of  onr  way  down  in  the  Indian  r'sirvntioti  to  replenish  our  water 
supply. 

When  those  lorn;  horn  oxen  ar^  thirsty,  they  will  bellow  louder  th.an 
a  mule,  and  old  .Inbet;  would  fre-iuentlv  say  that  he  had  neyer  sren  such 
I'oll  darned  oxen  to  ilrin';  water  ;  that  as  Ions  ns  he  had  trayelled  the 
idains  be  had  neyer  had  cittl;^  that  could  drink  water  with  those  three 
!Mid  that  he  had  nevi  r  seen  lorn-  horns  take  up  with  s*ran>rers  the  way 
they  did.  ''If  yo.i  are  not  earelul,"  he  s.nid.  "they  wdl  ki<s  you."  He 
did  not  tumble  until,  whi^n  unloidini'  the  carts  at  ('..irry.  he  found  the 
ti.arrels  i>r(tty  liitlit.  After  unlondini,'  the  carts,  o\A  .Tabes  paid  us  our 
thiitv    didliTs   each    and    we   all    bade  the   old   man  farewell. 

We  employed  our  time  in  cle  '.ninir  un  and  prorarinp  ourselves  new 
shirts,  which  we  badly  needed,  then  joined  our  boats  for  the  roturn  trip 
to  the  far  lO.ast.  We  iratli.  red  together  n'l  our  little  souvenirs,  such  as 
bufialo  skin  coats,  flint  lock  rifles,  niul  many  other  articles  and  put 
them  safely  in  our  tioats.  The  rainy  season  had  now  set  in  and 
the  blankets  which  we  usi  d  for  sleep-ini?  in.  and  which  we  had  left  in  the 
boats.  wiTe  so.akinR  wet.  .After  we  had  ;:ot  fairly  under  way,  we  found 
the  water  in  the  rivers  very  low  and  the  portai:es  all  brfiken  up  because 
of  the  thousands  of  men  who  had  passe<'  over  them  dirini:  the  summer. 
\s  only  the  vov.as'ei'rR.  the  ("auchnaweuphua  Indiai's  and  the  Sixtieth 
Kifb'S  were  returninir,  most  of  the  soliliers  havins'  remained  at  Fort 
<;,irry.  we  found  when  we  came  to  repair  those  portaires  that  we  were

It  was  now  that  a  big  comber  came  rollinR  back  of  us  ritrht  over  the 
.tern,  but  the  old  boat  gradually  raised  herself  with  th.s  comber  rnt.l 
she  -ot  ri^ht  on  top  of  it  when,  wiih  a  roar  like  an  avalanche,  that 
monstrous  wave  carried  the  boat  within  twenty  feet  of  the  beach,  land- 
inK  her  upon  two  large  stones,  which  came  clei.n  through  h.T  bottom. 
We  Himpcd  for  our  lives,  Rrabbins  each  other's  han.ls.  and  made  for  the 
.-here  with  another  comber  after  us.  !  might  say  thit  we  reached  the 
shore  in  safety,  but  h.ad  a  very  close  call  and  were  chi;led  throui.-L  and 
numb  with  the  col.!.  The  next  comber  cnui^bt  the  boat  and  sm:sh.d  her 
into  kindlinp  wood,    which   cost   us  every  thin-  we  had  aboard  of  her. 

We  sat  on  the  beach,  cold,  wet  and  hunrry,  but  thankful  f..r  our  lives 
.and  thinking  of  that  lyin^  Indian,  who.  had  he  been  near  us  at  that 
time  would  not  have  fared  very  well.  There  we  sat  until  break  of  day  ; 
then'  looking  around,  we  found  we  had  landed  on  the  most  danjierous 
.„.int  cast  of  Nottawa^^agE  River,  a  rockbound  coast  about  twenty  mdes 
from  b-.me  We  also  f.nind  that  kihd  I'rovidence  had  guided  us  between 
two  very  dangerous  shoals  that  were  <iuite  a  distance  out  m  the  lake  and 
that  would  have  been  s-.re  death  if  we  hr.d  struck  one  of  them^  Before 
leavin^'  for  home,  looking  at  the  breakers,  some  of  them  ten  feet  h  gh 
and  running  tiftv  feet  on  the  beach,  we  wondered  how  that  o'd  bo.U  hat 
ever  lived  to  renh  the  shore,  as  Geor;;ian  Hay  ;n  the  fall  of  the  ye:  r  i.s 
a  thin^  all  mariners  dread. 

Now  commenced  o.ir  long  walk  of  twenty  miles  nrornd  the  shore  to 
,.nr  homp  in  (•(.llintrwood.  both  of  us  hungry,  wet  and  tind.  Such  was 
the  ending  of  the  expedition  in  search  of  the  hidden  wealth  of  the  .Iisuit 
Kather. 
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
